property. ‘The Captain Pasha landed hia troopa-—the Turks of 
the fortress came oat—the Asiatios oroseed over io swarms, pad 
Beie was inid in ashes, Be complete was the devestation that 
on the ih May nothing bat dead walls were lo be seen. 24,000 
of the Seiote, moa, women, and children, haoged, diawe, 
and quartered, and 80,000 carried inte slavery ia Asia.

of the exertions of bis Lordship ia behalf of the Grecks there, 
and that their sole dependence for their “wits on lim, The 
Greeks, do not seouse Strangford. what we heave to 
complain of is the treachery of the Tarkish Government towards 
the British People, nad the insult offered to their Ambassador, 
—that whilst it issues ite orders te ite Governors aad Generals 
to spare the jonocent, and oaly to chastise those taken with 
arms—whilst it offers amnestics and gives assurances of its 
intentions, and pledges itself to a line of conduct which alone 
could warrant any foreign Goveromeat la interfering—in the face 
ef these orders and assarances, it could shew sach a marked 
contempt of Forcign Powers as to pat to death andersthe very 
eyes of their Ambassadors, perhaps before their very doors, to 
make ibe insnalt the more glariog, men not brought to Coosten- 
tinople prisoners, with arms in their hatds, but perfectly inne- 
eent, individeals of the Great rank and fartanc in their country, 
venorable from their age and retpected for their cheracters, 
whom they held as Hostages. Sach were the forty individuals 
of the Moree and the 10 of Scio. Afier sach a glaring broach 
of faith, bow can any anserance of amnesty or pardon be fore 
moment hinted at by the Foreign Ministers at Constantinople? 
By mixing themacives ap with these pledges and assurances of a 
people, whe, according tojall authorities (for their practice has never 
varied), consider no pledges or obligations as binding the Govera- 
ment of the West, make themselves responsible for the inneoent 
bleed which may afterwards be shed. Would it not be more 
becoming in the Governments were their Ministers to abandon 
these rathless and faithless wretches, in order to save themselves 
atleast from the stigma which the presence of theie Ministers 
casts on them? Russia alone adepted this course, If the other 
Governments bad followed the example of Ressie, they would, 
have seen what the Tarka really are. The Turks would not then 
have dared to fall on iaaoeent Christians, to satiate their revenge 
for being thas treated by the Christian Powers, bat would have 
sepplloated in all hamility the retore of the Ministers, Tt was 
merely becaase they had the countenance of these Ministers, be- 
eadse they saw that the Ministers were more anxious for their 
own separate loterests, than for the safety of thele Christian bre- 
thren, that they thonght they might avail themselves of the 
moment te extirpate their Christian sabjects. It is not by show- 
ing deference for them that the Tarks oan be brought to reason. 


With respect to neutrality—we have now, indeed, the posi- 
tive assuranee of Ministers, that they bave always lnteaded that 
the striotest-neatrality should be observed between the belige- 
reote in this case. Well then, bore is « Turkish voasel, belong- 
ing to the Pasna of Baver, now ready to sail, inden with gens, 
arms, emmunition, and pikes. To whom is this veesel going! 
To the individual whe bad jast @ited out ao expedition to Caa- 
dia against the Greeks. This veesel not having sailors om board, 
is manned too by British sailors. Bat is thie all? Did it come 
with a single gue? Well, bat it tas now 40 gons; and these guns 
and pikes may be seen by any person that chooses to see them, — 
if all thisis dene withoat the consent of Ministers, as they say, 
and in violation of the law, why do they not pat a stop to i t— 
The vessel cannot sail without their permission, Are the Bne- 
lishmen to be considered under the Eoglish or Torkieh flag! 
Suppose a Greek vessel meets this vessel, what would be the 
consequence! All this too is ia the very teeth of Sir Tuomas 
MaiTLanD’s Prectamation, ordering the seizere ef every vessel 
bearing arms ‘un, to either of the belligerents.

to de without the assistance of the Chambers, 


M. Villele enderteok the gonera!l defence of the Ministry 
from all the attecks that had been made upen.them, With re- 
card to the state of the Goances, be said that the eariy presente- 
tien of the budget for 1883 caght not te be brought as a charge 
against the Ministers, simee it wae for the necessary purpose of 
getting rid of there provisional arrangements which it bad been 
the vicious practice of former Administrations to recommend ; 
that there could be ae fair comparison drawa between the bed- 
get of the present year and 1810, inasmuch as many branches of 
public expenditare and receipt—sech as 6,181,000, now exbi- 
bited ander the head of surcharges retorned te individuals; the 
tax oa gamiag-houses, of 6,500,000-—had not eppeared in the es- 
timates of preceding years. Between the laod-tax under Buo- 
wapaare’s Governmenct, aad ite amoant et the present day, there 
was 0 difference of 122,000,000; so mech had that impest beea 
diminished, As for the Geaucial prospects of the ocxt and fol- 
lowing years, there is no chance, scoording to M. Villele, of a 
failareef revenuc, Thereceipts of the indirect tanes for 1823 
have mech surpassed the ostimates. There will be this fear aa 
excess of reoript over expenditure: the same excess will repre- 
duce heelf ia 1923; and even supposing, contrary to al! reasea- 
able expectatiow, that for 1824 thereceipts and expeases shall be 
equal—that there will be me coopomy on owe side, aod ne im- 
provement of produce oa the other —ihe coanlry may be aseared 
of ics capacity te mert, with the existing impeosta, the extreme 
demrads ef the public service fee thatyeer. Afier M. Villele 
Baished, the discussion was closed, aed the Chamber adjoereed 
io Tuesday the debate upon the separate articies.— Tames, July 19,

required, Aste this sasail beer, nnquestionably ne liqaer was ever bet- 
ter named; but if there was anothes word in the language mete eapres- 
sive of littieness aed poverty than ‘‘emell,” as applied to this composi- 
tion, he would use it.

As 
to selling strong beer, an excise license and @ magistrate’s license were 
required for it, and it could net be seld in barrels containing tess than 
five gallons each, Iv the enciee licenses were done away with, aed the 
magistrates were enabled to grant thrice licenses for the sale of strang 
beer fo whom they chose, there wenld be but ttle difference between 
that course and the one which he shonid propose te wight, except, in- 
deed, that still the poor man would have te pay tee dear Tor his beer. 
Bat one great evil would be prevented. Several of our laws were di- 
veeted against tippling, bat with admirable inconsistency they sent the 
man to the tippling- house before he coald get bie pot of liquor, 

@ was ready to concede te his honorable friend, that however contrary 
to the principle of a free trade it might be fr the legisiatere te grant 
monopolies, yet ae long as the law, under which these monepelies were 
authorised, was in foree, the parties to the movepoties bed vested rights 
jo them. Bat this @as not the case with the brewers, for he tetalty 
denied that the law bad gives them any such menopoty, ner canld he see 
bow the extension of the magistrates’ jiceases covld induce or enroarage 
the vice of tippling. The brewers were, for the most part, the landlords 
of the public-howses; and of late, eo for bad they proceeded, step by 
step, iu acquiring the possession ef thie species of preperty, that an 
instance wes adduced the ether day of there bejiag in one parish which 
he could name, forty vine public houses, only one of which was not their 
property, (Aewr.) At preseat, the enly competilicn was amongst the 
the brewers themeelves. A moat insufficient competition this was fer the 
peblic edvantage; aed theagh the argament did oot apply quite eo strongly 
to London, where there were many, and large capitalists, be could point 
@ut a district in the coaniry where there was ofly one brewer, The con. 
sequeuce of ali this was, that these hrewers bad made their oar 
complete by baying ap all the property ef a particular deseripiion which 
they could lay their Hands on, #0 as to commend the funnel by whieh the 
liquer was conveyed to the month of the public, The brewer: had foand 
itadvantageens gradually to redace the qaentity ef malt in their beer, 
and the quantity of hops, until at length it was'ne lenger that liqner 
of which the joviel Bonifece—(whethor be kept « free home er « bre- 
wer's hone was not keewa)—once declared, that he could eat, drink, 
and sleep apes (a laugh) aad which was alse clothing to him, ifhe (Me 
Broagham) rightly remembered, (a dagrh.)

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER ssid (as well as we 
could eollect), that his Majesty's mibiciers were not inimical te the pria- 
ciple on whieh the learned gentleman's meawre preceeded. On the 
contrary, the sabject had been uader the consideration of the Treasary 
for several years past, and means, he believed, had been devised ta 
enable the public te brew a middie sort of beer,: of a proper strength 
and bedy, and at a proportionate daty. He beped tobe able to carry 
inte effect the plan suggested by the learned geot, of having a. cortain 
description of malt liquer, oo which an intermediate daty sheald be 
paid. By the act of 1808, three sorts of beer were reregniaed —strong 
beer, table beer, and small beer; bat the small beer became se extremely 
bad, thet it was abolished by act of parliament. Most important 
juterests were concerned in any alteration that might be made in 
the beer trade, and therefore the sabject deserved, and shoeld 
receive, the meat serious attention ef the Treasury daring the recess. 
With respect to private brewing, undoubtedly the individasl whe pre- 
ferred that course was freed from the heavy duty which the public 
brewer was obliged to pay: bnt from the want of skill, and the custom 
of using a greater quoetity of malt them was necessary, be was inclined 
to believe, thatinthe end the private brewer lost all the advantage 
which in the ontset he had over the public brewer.

If, however, it arove 
from a nataral defect, or from bis own impradeuce, he would wot be en- 
titled te that indulgence, As to the helf.pay, that went te the sappert of 
the individwal, if he were taken care of by Goverament ; but if hie fami- 
ly took charge of him, they get the whole of the half-pay and pension, 
(hear, hear.) 

Mr, F. BUXTON understood that the friends of all parties thus site. 
ated might now put in their claims, it resting with them te show that 
the disease arose from their exertions in the service, Of course a penal.

CANADA GOVERNMENT AND TRADE BILL. 


Mr. WILMOT rose to move for the re-commitment of the above 
bill. He stated thet it was necessary te explain te the hence the matere 
and object of the measore, The bill might be conveniearly divided inte 
three heads. The Gree part related to the alteration ef the act commen- 
ty called the Quebee act; the second part related te the application ts 
Canada of certain principles whieh formed the foundation of legisia- 
tive measures recently Introduced by his hen. friend, the President of the 
Board of Trade; aod the third part of the bill related to the appropri- 
ation of daties, as between the proviness ef Upper and Lower Canada 
Me would, in the fret instance, consider the last point in the series, be. 
Ganee, it was the avomalons ovation in which these provinces were pla 
ced with reapect te the revenne faw, that rendered remedial measures 
whecessary on the part of his Majesiy’s Goveroment, and in consequesce 
prodaced the Gret part of the bill, The erimios! law of England was 
originally intredeced iete this colony; bet theeivil law of France was 
allowed to remaia, The civil law was continued bw the ordigaece of 
1763, and varions erdinances were afterwards enacted. Rat this stetem 
wae co franght with difficaities, that it le@ te the 14th of the lete Kieg, 
eatled the Quebee Act, which abrogated the ordinances, and occasioned 
the nitimate establishment of an executive body. From iTT4 te IT01 
the Goverumeat was carried en by « govergor aad es executive cegaci!, 
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who had power of imposing local taxation. Te 1701 that part of the 
proviace then known generally by the name of Canada, now as Upper 
Canada, was colovised by refugees and American loyalists in considers.

of the latter to the inestimable advantages the eountry is cape- 
bie of Gesiviag from British sear, We beve set seen ne cause 
to alter our opinice ; or relingaish the hepes then formed, sad 
we still look forward with confidence to the fetere fer theis ae- 
complishweat,

sulers, of encouraging and giving utterance, net to their complaints, bet 
to their remonstrances.” 

In regard to the sége conjecture of the Bditor, that the Native 
Nowspaper in Question, afierwards published ander the title of 
the Sunasap Cowsunpy, wasn protege of ours, we need only say 
thet it enjoyed no more of our patronage and encouragement, 
than we shoold extend to any undertaking whatever which we 
considered equally calculated to promote the publicgood. Bet 
itis vile perversion of our meaning to assert that, according to 
us, it was set on foot avowedly for the purpose of “ romentine 
Discowtentse” among the Natives, or “ opening their eyes to the 
Acloots of their Raters.” Lf the Editor hed said we expected it to 
open the eyes of the Rulers to their own defects, sad make them ac- 
quainted with any discontents that might be actually existing among 
theirsubjects, he would have hit nearer the trath; aad had he 
oharged us with thie wish, we should have held ourselves prepared 
to defend it. Buthe ought to know that all mea are sufficiently 
sharpsighted to the faults of others, and too blind to their own er- 
rors ; 80 that, while even a mote in a ncighbour’s eye cannot escape 
them, they are anable to perdeive a beam in theirows, Keeping 
this fa view, he could never have charged us with the ridicalous 
wieb, that a Paper should be eatablished to enable the Natives 
to discover the defects of theie Rulers. Whatever Europeans 
may think, we believe the inhabitants of India in this reapect 
have no need of improving their eye-sight with the spectacles 
of Newspapers. 


The Editor assigns some singalar reasons for the Liberty of 
the Press not being allowed to existin India, —the Natives being 
“less informed than the people of Eagtand, with passions tres 
sobdued, and acting on principles of a mild and self denving 
religion.” That is, because they are less informed, let us keen 
them so! because they are restrained by the inflaenne of « mild 
and self-denying religion, let us deny them the Freedom of thePress 
The latter reason, extraordivary as it ie, must have been intend 
ed to apply to the Hindoo population, sod considering that as 
forming the great body of the Tnbabitante of Todia, we deay that 
politically speaking, the people of this country have “ passions 
less subdaed” of more easily inflamed than our countrymen at 
home. It isa false assamption lugged into prop upa weak 
argement and give a plausible colour to the whole. 


Their peaceful disposition is well known ; bat thir facility 
of being pleased with the condact of others lees certain; and if a

Const, which I forwarded te the Beperintendent of Marine at 
Bombay ia 1616, and I believe was published in your Jounnar, 
jong since, I therefore beg to suggest the propriety of agaia 
communicating, through your widely cireainted Paper, the 
document to which I allude, feeling confident (provided ite con- 
tents are attended to) that both lives and property may be pre- 
served whea Sbips are compelled to approach such a dangerous 
Coast,

“The Baok of soundings extonds in some paris five and others 
four leagues off shore, aud it should always be considered an in- 
dication of your approach to danger whenever jou strike sound. 
ings on it; for 1 am convinced that a Ship cannot wavigate oa 
the Bank without great risk, as daring the time I was employed 
traversing down the Coast in 1811, in the Honorable Company's 
Craiser AxnteLore, we met with such namerous Coral knewla, 
baving from two to foar fathome of water on them and many 
nearly dry, thet Il am of opinion the Bank is thickly stadded with 
tho same, partioularly to the Southward ef ten degrees of North 
Latitede, The koowle were generally very email, and from 
Awenty-five to thirty-five fathome of water close around them, In

dom ore Sateen, Fat rv, Toaaw or Haw, Hue, eed Kai cueo, (Cacia 
in Tongesn. Of these the most westeriey is Sai oon, which ie sitoat 
about 60 miles ap one of the futst rivers in the world, quite free from 
eey danger. At the mouth of it is a emall village called Kanovy, oppe- 
site to which ships are expected te ancher aatil permission is obtained te 
preeced te Sai oun which will probably eecepy three days, Whee per. 
mission ts obtained aud the ship arrives at Sas-eU¥, she is anchored near. 
ly opposite the fort, Sat ous consists of twe parte, one called Sai. aun 
and the ether Pexe mt, It is eppesite the latter that ships are anchored, 
and it is te the letter that the Chinese merchants live. Many ‘of these 
are very respectable aad wealthy mea, and would be mest bappy to car. 
ty on a trade with es. These two parte of the town ere convecied wih 
each other by a navigable river and by am eacelient read, 


Far wo be the pert to which the Chinese junks principally resort, and 
it ie here that in four months of the vear, & verv considerable fait is beid 
at the time that they visit it. The pepatation of Chinese residing bere 
grocrally amognts te 6800, bat at the time that they are there, it amounts 
to 3 or 4 times that nomber, 


Haw or Turan is bat 2 oma!) ciliage and be principally famed for its 
noble bey, io which « lerge Meet may safely ride at eather sheliered 
from all wieds, Tuman is itself a weat pretiy, clean village, aud several 
others are scattered cleng the shores of the bay, which is entirely sur.
